Representatives of San Francis- 
cos neighborhoods made a pilgri- 
mage Thursday to the supervisorial 
shrine to claim their share of reve- 
nue-sharing funds and to tell City 
officials what funding Priorities 
should be.

Suit against police 
Newsmen focus: crime 
Asian focus: causes 


A polite tug of war ensued last 
Thursday at a press conference an- 
nouncing a class action sulit on be- 
half of all Asians against members 
of the San Francisco Police De- 
partnment， 

The representatives of TV, radio 
and the print media seemed intent 
upon answers to the violence 
problem in Chinatown, while Barry 
Shoong Chann，one of the Plain- 
tiffs in the suit，and his attorney 
Dale Minami were_ determined to 
keep focused on the themes of 
Violation of civil liberties，police 
brutality，and the social problems 
of Chinatown. 

A $100,000 damage suit was 
filed by Chann, 23, who claims he 
was “Toughed up”by police alittie 
after 11 p.m. on October 20 after 


leaving a restaurant in the 600 
block of Jackson Street. 

Chann，grandson of the late Jo- 
seph Shoong，founder of the Na- 
tional Dollar chain stores，says he 
was manhandied by officer Ste- 
phen Bosshard during the police 
Sweeps of Chinatown streets. The 
suit asks that such “illegal sweeps” 
and“further harassing and intimi- 
dating Asian persons”be enjoined 
from continuing. 

NUMEROUS CASES 

“Numerous cases of brutal racist 
treatment can beedccumented,” 
said Chann，who is a free-lance 
Photographer and who said he had 
his camera seized by Bosshard. 
Newsmen at the conference kept 
coming bacKk to the same point，

Center was dedicated Sunday and 
is now open to Provide a diversity 
of community services. 工 he attrac- 
five A-l, four-story concrete Struc- 
ture at 1450 Powell St. represents 
a top-priority commitment by the 
Salvation Army's Westerm terTri- 
torial command and is the fulfill- 
ment of Chinatown commander 
ChecKk Yee's dream of an adequate 
center for young and old in the 
community. 

With marching, smnging, numbers 
from assorted Salvation Army 
bands,，refreshments，speeches and 
an open house at the Center，the 
symbolic ribbon was cut and the 
Center began to serve the commu- 
Dity. 

4 和 A structure like this is an ex- 
pressionm of faith on the Part of 
thie_ community,” said Territorial 
Corhmander Paul S$. 开 aiser in his 
dedicatory address. It also Tepre- 
sents an expression of faith by the 
Salvation Army, who approved the 
concept for the project in 1964. 
Ground was broken on September 
28,， 1969. 

Special mention should go to 
the architect Thomas Hsieh，who 
has designed am attractive，Practi- 
cal buildqing，and to artist Mrs. 
Judith Raffael for the extremely 
creative stained glass windows that 
adorn the.fourth floor “Chapel in 
the Air.”The chapel itself is a real 
treat for the eyes with its unique 
chrome ,and 由 ass cross，stained 
glass comrImemorating Genesis 1:1， 
modern,， Practical design,， and fan- 
tastic view of the City from its 
open air patio. 

The Center will be multi-func- 
tional，with housing for the elder- 
ly，recreation facilities including 
basketballj ping-pong “and Pool， 


job trainingi bilingual cultural ac- 
tivities，a senior citizens” center 
and, of course, religlious serVices. 

The Concentrated Employment 
Program's cooking school，under 
the tutelage of chef Sam Louie, is 
housed in he basement with new 
Kitchen facilities and a record of 
100 per cent Placement of the last 
class.The senior citizens' reslidence 
on the third floor is so comfort- 
able and convenient that the fif- 
teen spots that are open will be 
coveted like the gold at the end of 
the rainbow, 

Captain Yee feels that it is im- 
Portant to emphasize the active 
Potential”of senior -citizens. The 
Center will be looking for ambula- 
tory older folks who are on wel- 
fare， The board is meeting this 
week to decide selection criteria. 
The senior residence has many 
special safety features for the 
elderly -in bedrooms and bath- 
rooms，including 1lights by the 
beds _ and switches that connect 
with 24-hour care. It is called the 
SaiOn ( 世 ) residence. 

There _ are meeting rooms and 
garage space on the first floor of 
the Center and the offices are on 
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the second floor. Captain Yee is 
Proud of the effort by his eight- 
man staff and the 40 volunteers 
who have worked very hard for 
the project，Besides the cooking 
School, senior citizens and Chinese 
schools are already making Use of 
the facilities. 

Valuable _ contributions to the 
project were made by members of 
the Chinatown Advisory Council 
under the chairmanship of Alfred 
Gee, and the Corps Council under 
the leadership of CSM Shelton 
Wong. 

The 1906 earthquake and fire 
destroyed the first Salvation ATrmy 
center of FEong Foo Sec om Sacra- 
mento Street opposite Waveriy 
Place. Biit 世 e Salvation Army has 
persevered and Captain Yee sees 
his attractivei sturdy center lastimg 
for 100 years.

The crowd of about 100 persons 
surrounded Tuong Van Phan and 
several other Asians as they ate 
lunch at the school cafeteria's out- 


door patio. 


A girl in the crowd incorrectly 
identified Phan as Tran Cong Ham， 
Secretary of Interior of South 
Vietnam, but he was not Ham, nor 
is Ham the Interior Secretary. 

The incident occurred at the 
close of an anti-war rally at Sproul 
Plaza the day after the election. 
Organizers told listeners to harass 
the Interior Secretary at the cafe- 
teria. 


An organizer said that the Inter- 
ior Secretary is in charge of the 
Prisons and police,，and, under the 
direction of President Nguyen Van 
Thieu， is attempting to eliminate 
the“third force”element of Viet- 
nam 一 those who support the Nine 
Points peace Program currently 
being negotiate d.

State Department as translator for 
Ham，who is actually the chief 
Planner for the Interior Depart- 
ment of South Vietnam, according 
to the UC Public Information Of- 
fice.
